There is no “escape clause.” The 
Treaty that Herr von Ribbentrop 
concluded came into force when it 
was signed. 


It ranks as a supplement to the 
Raopallo Treaty of 1926, which was 
a pledge not merely of neutrality, 
but of close and friendly co-opera- 
tion.

He was half Inclined to with- 
draw from Europe. The talks at 
Moscow were continued, but still 
there were delays and still there was 
that insurmountable difficulty over 
indirect aggression. 


It Is not doubted whether the 
Poles can defend their territory long 
without the ald ofthe Red Army.

Of these by far the most import- 
ant for the immediate: future ore 
the military results of this Russo- 
German -rapprochement.

sist, No one in this island doubted 
that when they took the herole deci-. 
sion: to -resist, Britain and France 
would honour thelr pledges.

The decisive consideration for 
us is that every success for Hitler, 
whether it be won by diplomacy or 
by arms, means a defcat for freedom

“BLOCKADE” 


On other hand, the Government 
wilt do all in thelr power to facill- 
tute bona fide neutral trade and they 
have already informed neutral gov- 
ernments that they will at all times 
be ready to consider any suggestions 
put forward by the latter. 

Although the name blockade is 
often used 1s a convenient way of 
describing economic warfare based 
on the exercise of belligerent rights 
at sea, no blockade of Germany in 
the formal sense of terms has been 
declared. 

At the same time, vessels will not, 
of course, be atlowed to procced with 
contraband cargo having — cither ,an

Aggression has had to be: justified 
many times; In the firat ‘instance 
the rights of oppressed German min- 
orities could bo made to serve. It 
was-true that: this pretext Hod its 
Mmitations, Inquisitive persons 
might decide to ask why the Iot of 
the Sudcten Germans ghould be so 
gavtave and urgent a Nazi preoccupas 
tlon, when the lot of Germans in 
the Tyrol, suffering much greater 
hardships, was cheerfully |gnored.

On the whole, that 
pretext served its purpose renson- 
ably well.

But then we entered upon a second 
phase.’ The Sudeten _ territoricy, 
though so enlarged by the Ambassa- 
dor’s Conference in Berlin as even- 
tunlly to equal and even to exceed In 
extent und population those demuand- 
ed, nnd refused, at Godesberg, were 
not enough. There was wealth ot 
Prngue, there were armament fac- 
tories, there were vast storey of war 
muterlals all ready to hand for the 
Czech Army, by far the best equip- 
ped in Central or Eastern Europe. 
There was gold, there was Skoda, 
there were Prague hums-and all they 
stood for in u standard of living 
Higher than that, which prevailed = in 
Nazi Germany. ‘ .
